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BOARD MEMBER SPEAKS 


the Pennsylvania Conference Social Welfare, 
the State Bureau Children arranged special board 
members’ dinner which Mrs. Liveright Phila- 
delphia discussed the responsibilities board members. 
quote herewith extracts from Mrs. Liveright’s 
paper, which she has summed ably the oppor- 
tunities for participation social service programs 
which board membership gives.

How 
many lists Board members are long columns 
important names, how frequently these very people 
shirk responsibility and any attempt study the actual 
problems the organization. Then, too, there the 
Board member who may rarely attend Board meeting, 
but suddenly hears particular issue calling for 
decision the next one. has not been touch 
with the intimate work the organization. Some issue 
involved, and has very definite opinion about 
what should done. Off goes cast vote based 
some snap impulsive personal reaction, may 
thoughtlessly wrecking long-developed program, 
merely because overwrought and articulate. 

Another reason that not achieve the standard 
have set because are not exposed the kind 
leadership that makes for growth. Think the organi- 
zations subjected one-man leadership! Now man 
good enough wise enough assume the entire 
responsibility institution. You know this happens 
well do, and individuals are really con- 
cerned with community development well per- 
sonal growth, must turn our efforts toward the 
wiping out such privilege. 

only one-man leadership bad, but one-idea 
leadership bad. Far too many organizations function 
the basis code, rigid one, which everyone 
must conform, and speak here not only Board con- 
formity, but client conformity. Granted that may 
have distinct preferences for certain way living, 
not dangerous offer our service the community 
upon the basis this rigid determination force our 
ideas upon them?

ing time. How often discuss the new coat 
paint, the bazaar, indulge personal quibbles, 
the exclusion our children’s vacation program, their 
preparation for graduation, their return their fami- 
lies, other fundamental human needs?

The emotional development the children toward 
maturity likely proceed more normally with both 
father and mother the home. When fathers are re- 
moved, some mothers are practically helpless heads 
families, some center their emotions certain children, 
interfering with the children’s normal development to- 
ward independence, they may attribute child 
his father’s traits, thus singling him out for too great 
attention either favorably unfavorably. Children 
may have feeling difference because their homes are 
differently constituted from those their playmates. 
The adverse effect created some incapacitated 
fathers upon the nervous stability mothers and chil- 
dren and the necessity balancing the favorable against 
the unfavorable contribution the father when decid- 
ing whether should remain home were pointed out 
Miss Helen Powers Rhode Island and Mr. 
Walter McCarthy Boston. Miss Powers felt that 
mentally incapacitated fathers should seldom ever 
allowed remain. Physically incapacitated fathers 
may develop jealousy, resentment loss status, 
irritability depression which may more destructive 
family life than the absence the father from the 
home. Whatever his disposition, has major influ- 
ence. Laws should, however, sufficiently liberal

CHILD WELFARE LEGISLATION 
MASSACHUSETTS 


Thirty-two the sixty bills 
Special Commission for the Study and Revision 
Child Welfare Laws Massachusetts have now 
enacted. number these deal with technical 
terminology, while others are designed 
duplication and ambiguity and still others deal 
apparent conflicts guardianship and divorce. 

One the most constructive measures passed require 
investigation the Department Public 
all adoption petitions presented any one not rep 
resenting incorporated child welfare organization, 
Newspaper advertisements for adoption must have 
approval the Department Public Welfare.

One bill was enacted which makes possible com 
mit children from the Department Publi 
Welfare pending hearing under delinquency proceet. 
ings. This lieu formal house detention and 
designed eliminate the improper though legal 
tention older children the county jails.

ment that hearings shall separate juvenik 
session from which shall excluded all persons 
connected with the case. 

The new laws also give added protection the 
imate child and mother.

REPORT THE PITTSBURGH CONFERENCE 
PARENTHOOD 


During the year 1930-31 the Pittsburgh Confer- 
ence Parenthood has been incorporated commit- 
tee the Federation Social Agencies, and most 
our meetings considered set recommendations 
drafted the Child Welfare Study survey 
sponsored the Federation.
